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Governance Is Missing |

There have been-a lot of questions being 
asked lately about the necessity of a student 
policy manual. The general consensus of 
both students and faculty is that there is a 
definite need for such a manual. 


For the 1975-76 school year the only type of 
manual available to the students was the 
“Survival Handbook’’. This booklet, ac- 
cording to Dr. Gary Reddig, is ‘‘supposed to 
tell the students how to survive on campus’’. 
The trouble with the handbook is that there 
are no actual written policies written into it. 
The bulk of the information contained in the 
handbook simply states what clubs are 
available on campus, general information 
about the buildings-and other trivia. 


Dr. Reddig stated that a survey was done 
by the New York State University system in 
regards to student policy manuals. It was

Earlier in the semester I was looking 
through our ‘‘archives’’ (to the unaided eye 
a grey cabinet) and stumbled on an old issue 
of the FULCRUM entitled ‘‘Nickerson’s 
Message to BCC.” Al Nickerson was a 
previous student government president, and 
the newspaper had allowed him 2-3 of the 
front page for a farewell address. 

My emotions were mixed. At first I was 
mildly jealous that he was given this much 
publicity. Later a feeling of insecurity 
began sneaking its way into my heart. You 
see, by that date I had not been approached 
by the newspaper and asked to compose a 
similar article. Did this mean that the feats 
of my administration had gone undetected? 
Or, worse yet, were they worthy of note!? I 
told myself that there were still several 
weeks left yet and that the scribes of the 
FULCRUM had not felt it appropriate to ask 
at such an early date. 

That notion disappeared when there was 
only two weeks of school left! I was sitting in 
the Senate office drafting a scathing 
editorial blasting the FULCRUM for its lack 
of interest in the awesome course that 
history had taken in the past year. As I was 
slinging mad and downgrading the staff, 
Dave Gardiner from the newspaper entered 
the office and asked me if I would like to 
write amessage similar to what I have been 
describing. 

At first I sat back as though doubtfully 
contemplating the concept. In reality, I 
would have grabbed him if he hesitated. So, 
I reluctantly agreed to write this and asked 
what the deadline would be, (implying I 
would do it if I had-time.) It is-now only a 
few hours since he asked and I am scrib- 
bling as fast as possible. To add a final 
measure of pseudoaloofness I probably 
wouldn’t submit this until a few hours before 
the deadline. 

Anyway, I seem to have gone off on a 
tangent. Let me call upon my _ near- 
photographic memory. (I call it near- 
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ascertained through this survey that the 
majority of students would read such a 
manual if it was printed up into a newspaper 
type format. When the manuals’ were in a 
booklet form most students would either 
throw it away or simply put it aside and 
never actually read it, 


The newspaper format was tried on the 
BCC campus during the 1974-75 school year 
with a paper called ‘Transition’. This 
paper had more information in it than the 
“Survival Handbook” but again was not 


actually a true student policy manual. Some 


credit is to be given to the “‘Transition’’ in 
that it did give traffic regulations in detail, 


it did approach the subject of the grading 
system at BCC and the school’s view on 
cheating was cited. 


“The “Transition’’ was written in a much 
more informative style than the “Survival 
Handbook’’, which was composed by a

photographic because it only operates while 
near photographs.) We have made great 
strides, performed noteworthy 
achievements, and introduced ‘innovations 
unequalled in this state. For example: (not 
necessarily in order of importance) 

A student elected to a position in the 
student government will now be able to earn 
credit applicable to graduation. This has the 

~effect of reducing the academic workload of 
a student by eliminating the requirement 
for arrelective course. 

A substantial part of the campus believes 
that the function of the Student Government 
is to decide on the type of candy in the 
vending machines, or how much _ the 
overdue charge ona library book should be. 
The work is much more serious and 
requires a substantial amount of time. 
Conferring credit is one way to allow a 
student to participate and simultaneously 
maintain a respectable average. It is also 
done in lieu of whatis called a stipend. 

A stipend isa salary paid to the individual 
to offset what could have been earned in a 
part-time job. The idea has merit. However, 
as for as elected offices are concerned, I feel 
that it -would only tend to attract mer- 

cenaries and not represent the best interests 
of the student body. 

The county legislature sought to end open 
enrollment at this school to reduce their 
financial obligation and to ‘“‘increase the 
quality of education.” This defeats the 
purpose of the community college and 
penalizes the educationally deprived by 
guaranteeing that they will remain in that 
state. 


Therefore, we support the faculty of this_ 


college when they invoked a ‘“‘work to rule’ 
policy. At that time the faculty’s contract 
was five months overdue and is still un- 
finished. 

We are now using the campus computer 
system for finance and maintenance of

minute group of people. 

One organization on the BCC campus that 
has tried to assemble some sort of gover- 
nance on the college grounds is the 
Collegiate Assembly, headed by Jo Anne 
Maniago. The Assembly was originally set 
up on a temporary basis_to be formed for 
one semester only. At this point the 
Assembly was asked to remain in existence 
while they attempted to gain the support of 
both the faculty and students. 

Ms. Maniago noted that there is ‘“‘no 
structure of governance on the BCC cam- 
pus, which has been one of their 
weaknesses.’’ She also went on to say that 
“a new policy manual is definitely 
necessary”’ and that ‘‘a new policy manual 
is definitely necessary”’ and that ‘‘the school 
can’t function without some sort of manual 
because we can’t depend on memories’”’. 

The Collegiate Assembly will disband on 
May 1st due to lack of interest and support 
more than from anything else. The 
Assembly was “‘useless’’, according to Ms. 
Maniago, because they didn’t have the 
power to enforce any of the policies which 
they recommended. Ms. Maniago stated 
that a policy manual should be written up so 
that it is clearly understood by all concerned 
just what the schools guidelines are con- 
cerning the use of the SUB, the school’s 
policy on convocations and the laws 
governing elections held on campus; to cite 
only a few examples. 

The cost factor involved in having such a 
manual printed up for each and every 
student is realized and it has been suggested 
that the manuals be made available to all 
faculty members only: In this way any 
student who has any questions in regard to 
any of the school’s policies can go to any 
faculty. member for help. Now that the 
school finally has a President ona more 
permanent basis and the administration is 
at last being squared away, the chances of a 
new policy manual being written up should 
be better.

documents, The finance program in the 
computer system is capable of handling 
approximately 6000 transactions for 65 
organization and computing the current 
balance of any of these immediately. This is 
another first for this campus and is done in 
only one other college in the state. 

For this I would like to thank Dave 
Copeland and the computer center staff. 

We now have a student on the college 
Board of Trustees and are now able to 
directly give ‘‘a word to the wise’. This past 
year Ellen Donnelly was on the board and 
she is being followed by Mary O’Neill. 

_ A new constitution was inaugurated last 
fall. As a direct result of this: 

1. Next year’s budgets are now completed 
and the perpetual hassle of not knowing how 
much money you will receive when it is 
eliminated. (This is a big first). 

2. Club representatives are not required to 


attend all Senate meetings as they were last 


year. Instead wa have a Club Council that 
meets periodically to handle club affairs. 

3. We have a Judicial Review Board that 
replicates the purpose of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

In all, we have a system that is unexcelled 
by any community college in this state and 
is more comprehensive than most four year 
schools. 

Student elections have a history of being 
contested each semester. However, this 


past election, there were no ‘‘grotesque 
miscarriages of justice’, and they are 
unblemished. I now thank the faculty and 
administrative personnel who helped at the 
polling area for their assistant. 

BCC no longer has an acting president. 
Instead, Dr. Blomerly has been instated as 
our new president and we have one less 
“‘acting’’ position. I feel that it is significant 
that student government members were on 
the search committee throughout the entire 
process and took part in the voting. 

Throughout the year, and at the time of 
this writing, we have battled with college 
trustees concerning the activity fee. For 
some mystical reason, they feel that a fixed 
amount of the Student Activity Fee should 
be allocated to athletics. They also have a 
simplistic concept concerning areas 
receiving Student Activity Fee money; 
athletics, and then everybody else. Fur- 
thermore, it is only incidental that the 
program is totally funded. 

Concluding, we have had excellent 
relations with the faculty, staff, and ad- 
ministration. It seems that we can ac- 
complish a lot when we're not occupied 
slandering and downgrading each other. I 
hope this trend continues. In any case, I 
would like to thank all the Student Govern- 
ment members who endured through the 
year and wish our new members good luck.

“Student Union Gets

these headlines _look 
familiar? I didn’t think so, 
As a reporter and occasional 
feature writer for the BCC 
FULCRUM it is my job to 
report the facts. This is 
something even the 
FULCRUM finds impossible 
at times to do. The list of 
those imaginary headlines 
could go on and on. After 
going through the stack of 
this year’s FULCRUM 
issues, I thought it would be 
interesting to see what were 
the burning issues of the 
times and what was done 
about them. 


Once again the Student 
Union closes its doors on the 
school year without that 
simple necessity-the toilet. 
BCC had a couple of Rent-a 
Johns for a while. That was 
before our wonderful County 
Executive Edwin Crawford 
saw them on the front page 
of the Evening Press. Mr. 
Crawford even met with 
students, including mem- 
bers of this newspaper, and 
promised something would 
be done about the situation. 
Something was done. The

soon nicknamed, — was 
promptly removed. I sin 
cerely hope Mr. Crawford 
finds himself locked in the 
Union for a week.
